Taft exuded confidence that he con be 
hoth nominated and elected.

All reports indicate 
ho has corraled somewhere between 350 and 
400 of the GOO'delcgate votes needed to nomi- 
nate. 

That advantage Is not necessarily decisive, 
however, since an avowal of candidacy by 
..Qencrar Elsenhower In the next few months 
would crystallize an opposition of probably 
equal, If not greater strength. But If Taft 
*houId BO hito the spring without a declared 
opponent, he wlli be hard to catch. 

His election Is something else again. That 
he would conduct a forthright campaign goes 
without saying. The question is how wide 
Its appeal woiild be. 

Zvery politician should study carefully the 
figures depicting the relative strength of the 
two major parties and the growing body of 
independents between them. The facts — cold 
and unrelenting — are. that the Republican 
party Is today a minority party In the United 
States. No matter how you luggle totals, you 
cannot escape that conclusion. 

That means that any Republican whb wish- 
es to be elected to the presidency must win 
mors than Just OOP votes— assuming always 
that ha manages to flush the bulk of those 
tiom their election-day hideaways. He must 
capture a sizable share of the floating in- 
dependent vote, and some dissident Demo-^ 
ctatlc votes as weU,

431,000-vote victory in 
Ohio lut year. This, says he and his close 
advisers, glvej^.the lie to the old complaint 
that Taft caniiot get votes. 

But observers who know. .the Ohtb story 
urge against too glib ah Interpretation of 
that victory.

For one thing. Tuft had- Incredibly weak 
opposition. For another, the widely heralded 
entry of big labor Into the lists against him 
redounded to his advantage. It galvanized hfs 
pteady supporters into unremitting toll. The 
atmosphere of_"dIctatlan by labor"- aroused' 
'thebltler ire not only of many .regular Demo- 
crats but of a good proportion of labor's own 
rank and file. ThB Taft campaign of 1930 was 
a genuine crusade. 

The results show It. Taft, supposedly the 
Aymbol of GOP conservatism,' wori-alf elght 
major industrial areas In his state. All told 
he lost onl? four cduhUes. In the lace 61 hb 
driving,. brUllantl; organized campaign, the 
opposition split—with disgruntled Democrats 
leaving Jabor In the saddle-^and then fin- 
ally cnmiblcd. 

It is extremely doubtful that this pattern 
ever could be precisely repeated. Able organ- 
ization Toft will have. But that Is not enough 
to elect these days. 

If Taft Is to gain the White House as he 
beUeves he can, ho plainly will have to offer 
a program broadly tailored to appeal not 
simply to Republicans already with him but 
to the multiplying battalions of Independents 
who hold the real key. ^
